I haue ſeene ſome fall out ypon 
wrong ynderſtanding , preſently hee 
hath chafed , ſworne, ſtricken, played 
the Bedlem, and in the ende it hath 
beene prooued no offence : Was not 
his caſe lamentable? Yes, hee is bound 
more ſtrictly to Reſtitution, then the 
ſonne of an Vſurer . It is an excellent 
temperate Vertue this Patience, and 
puniſneth more with not puniſhing, 
then the haſtieſt Executioner. Though 
Enemies would bee loath to be hurt, 
yet it hurteth them to meete with a 


colde aduerſarie; the reuenge not per- 
| formed 
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Of Patience. 


formed, they liue in feare, the terrour 
of which is without bloudie hands, and 
yet moſt tertible. If it were poſſible to 
play Furie to the life, and yet not haue 
het effects inwardly, I would be contẽt 
vpon ſome great oc caſion not to hurt, 
but to ſcare the iniurious: but it is dan- 
gerous, and that ieſting often will diſ- 
couer the intent, and it is to be feated 
will weaken the braine, as ill as drun- 
kenneſſe. The greateſt vie that I ſee 
olde ſouldiers make of this conuerſing 
with daunger , is an abilitie to ſut- 
fer, and in trueth it is one of the 
beſt collections of Experience. Pa- 
ience is the mother of Opportu- 
tnitie; ſhe proſtitutech her ſelfe to 
them that nouriſh this her childe care 
fully, when before Anger ſhe goeth 
inuihble , and hindereth them from 
what they moſt thirſt after. When in my 
reading I meet with a fellow that hath 
deſerued much ofhis Countrey, & hath

yer endures without alteration, I hog 
nou: him, and in my eſtimation, I pre-

for his countries ſake, and I think they 
haue rewarded him againſt their willes 
better then they could with their wils: 
| for in his other deſerts he was but a

eace, the valour of his ſouldiers make 
fin: a Conquerour: but in this he fights 
ſingly, hee gouernes alone, hee ouer- 
throwes millions of affections, to re- 
ward which, no Triumph, no Palme, 
no Statue, no Edict is ſufficient : what 
then? Memory, and Eternitie.

Rom the vttermoſt boũds of 
knowledge & ignorance, are

From hence 
may bee demonſtrated what an excels 
lent Counſellour a ſelfe obſeruation is, 
_ no words, no works, no paſſiõ, no 

atience comes from ys, that turne not 
Yacke their heads to looke vpon this 
author, and are not eyther ornaments, 
or diſgraces to our life: they all reſem- 
ble the Father, and caſt backe vpon vs 
| the reflection of our ſelues. Mida: 
fable hath great intereſt in me reſpec⸗ 
ting the morrall: what he touched was 
Gold: what Couetouſneſſe toucheth, 
it conuerts to that vſe: Wee are all 
Bees, or Spiders, conuerting things 
indifferent to a peculiar qualitie : thus 
Suſpition which is in women, and ig- 
norant perſons,lookes like the mother 
Feare

Feare, & is moſt deformed, which with 
wiſedõe is ſo ordered, as it becoms Fore 
caſt, and Prouidence: thus is the mak- 
ing things good, or ill, equally in our 
choiſe, as the being good, or ill. Euen 
as the peſtilẽcies of corrupt humors are 
fed by ill diet, and flowly go on in their 
infectious natures, and increaſe ſo eaſi- 
ly, as they ſhow not their extremity 
ſodainly: ſo is the order of our life diſ- 
ordered by giuing way to the qualities 
of our affections: & as we looſe ground 
in the right managing of our ſe lues, the 
other gets: giuing liberty we looſe lis 
berty,and by degrees throwing of the 
preſcribed — of Vertue, we fall in⸗ 
to the incertainties of paſſions, and ap- 
petites, and with conuerting Deſire in- 
to baſe vſes, we purchaſe ſeare, & ſuſ 
pect, and liues, living to no other ende, 
but to hunt out cares, and griefes.

Mee thinkes there is great indifferen-

wee ſhall not be offered ſuch baſe 
ſtutte in exchange. It is the trafficke 
of Humours that diſorders our conuer 
ſation, and a ſeeking a preſent itching 
contentment,brings repentance on the 
one ſide, and derifion on the other.

Suſpition will accuſe a 
friend end fearing enemies, make an e- 
nemy: Wiſedome knowes Truſt ought 
deere to be applyed, and makes ſuſpiti- 
on jcalous of looſing him, not looſing 
him by Suſpition. Certainly though 
it taſtes of the groſſenes of the parents, 
yet it is refined, being a knowledge 
ſorc ed out of ignorance, & not like the 
mother diſtracted, but auoiding dale 
ger: more ſubtil, for feare vnderſtãds no 
thing that looksnot terribly, & frownes 
not: Suſpition out of ſmiles, and courte 
fies,can picke dangers,and Diſtruſt ve 
noe out of ſugat: butthus, if not gouer-

of Suſpition 
ſelfe with ſuſpecting all things daunge= 
rous: but Wiſedome applies it ſelfe to 
the place, & time, & out of the frames 
the allowance, or difſa!lowice of Suſpi 
tion.

Claudius had it in that extremitie 
that it tutned into feare, and baſeneſſe, 
Juasdam Inſidias temere deladas adeo, 
expauit, vt deponere imperium cogere · 
tur. It is ſeldome wanton , or pittiful, 
the next turue among them is into 
bloud, and death, and not without rea- 
ſon: Vppon this ſtate dependes the 
common good ; the pteſeruation of 
which, reſtes much in Suſpition: for 
before the maieſtic of a Prince none 
will come not adorned with an outſide 
looking honeltly, +

to bee the greateſt care, Niuno pia

Among theſe States, Suſpition 
and Diſſimulation are to bee ailow- 
ed, as beeing the Handmaydes of 
Pollicie, they ought to be conuer- 
ſant among them, not to offend, 
but to defende- not. in reſpect they 
are men, but in regard they are Prin- 
ces, whoſe lines trauell among dangers? 
& therefore ought warily to keepe 
this caſe of Piſtols continually rea - 
dy charged, and bent.

In this choiſe there ought to bee 
much vigilancie, for vntill the mari- 
age of loue hath coupled paires, wiſe 
natures are timerous in dilatingthem- 
ſelues: and after that celebration, it 
is itreligious to diuorſe a friend thogh 
guiltie of manie deformities. Vet muſt 
we not entertaine the humor of neu-

No, from the vemoſt happineſſe of 
mau to his baſeſt contentment, it is not

faſter to you, then you to him; If hee 
be very forwarde beware; for either 
he is a common friend , & ſo no friend, 
or elſe hee meanes to betray you: they 
are ſureſt, that ate wonne with labour, 
and cerraineſt that are purchaſed with 
difficulty: for an open proſtitute man, 
or woman, is loathſome, and flexible.

Fertoriut the Romane, ſaved his 
life with beeing tncebred to his Caps 
taines: and many States at this daye, 
hold other their friendes not for loue, 
but for feare of loſſe, it being an Ho- 
ſtage of molt ſecuritie. Alliance among 
theſe doth much, for the ininglin 
their blond with others of power, 
makes them ſtrong, when theits can- 

not be ſhead alone, but others are in 
the like daunger of loſſe. Thus much 
for the head: but heads can plot, not 
execute, and therefore they muſt haue 
meaner fortunes tyed to them. Gene- 
rally beware of imparting too much to 
theſe, ſor thogh you were beſore a lord,

you become now a ſeruant, ſpecially if 
the ſecrets were of ſuch importance 
as may promiſe a more liberall enter- 
tainement among your enemies, They 
arc many inſtruments that come vnder 
the vic of Greatnefſe : If himſelfe 
be wiſe, he needes not entertaine many 
wiſe; and thoſe few where they may 
doe good farte off: for wit is a ſearch- 
er, and ranſacks euery corner, ſome- 
what too much, for it is good, goin 
inuiſibly ſometime.

Since Diuinations among men are 
vncertaine, if Factions be ſo equally 
peiſed, as itis hard to determine which 
fide will be victorious; to remaine 
wooed by both parts, before wonne by 
any, is wiſedome. 

Shall ic be obiected to mee, that the 
reſpect of right ought to cartie mee? I 
thinke ſo too, if my power might giue 
Right the vpper hand; but Ido wrong 
to ſipke with Right, for ſo Right loo- 
ſeth a Champion: and headlong to run 
into miſchief is not zeal, but deſperatiõ. 

Heere muſt bee obſerued how you 
ſand to both factions, whether allied, 
or more beholding to one then the o- 
ther: for if tied by any of theſe reſpects 
to the weakeſt, the ſtrongeſt wil be icas 
lous, and then of force you mult be a 
cold enemy, for you muſt not thinke to 
be entertained as a friend. Beware of 
entring into any, where there may be 
hope of — or t hat is com- 
monly 
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monly wrought by the deaths of the 
meaner parties: ſo was it between Tigra 
wes & Mithridater, they wete both hols 
den innocent, & their ſeruauts to make 
them innocent found guikie; The like in 

thetime of the Triumuiri, whet the ſcale 
of their concord was the deliueting the 
ſeuerall ypholders of their Factions one 
to another.

is but one part of the kouſe, a baywin- 
dow, or a gable- ende: who builds his 
houſe ſo maimed? much leſſe himſelfe, 
no, be compleate. It thy Gheſts be weas 
ry of thy Parlor, carry them into thy 
Gallery: Be thus, but yet it thou meer. 
eſt with a fellow, that wold faine ſhow 
thee he is a Mathe matitian, or a Nauis 
gator,be content to talke with him of 
Circles, and Quadrangles,of the Poles, 
and Navigating Starres. 

There is another Creature that weyes 
every word, and will be ſure to turne 
the gerbe behind, affects elegancy, and 
to be thought learned: this fellowe is 
formall, he robs himſelſe of his com - 
mendations, with this premeditated 
coutſe: men looke for much, where 
they diſcerne ſuch a preparatiõ: beſides 
me thinks he dreſſes Truth and wile - 
dome too gawdily. It is the Country 
faſhion to ſugar ouer what is natural» 
ly ſweete: he profits not his Auditory.

IT knew a Country Church furnithe 
ed with a Clocke, whoſe hammer was 
ſtricken by an Image like a man, vpon 
the wheeles ſtood a Catte which whe 
the Image ſtrooke, made ſuch haſte 2 
way, as the Pariſhioners when they 
ſhould haue we pt for their finnes, and 
were moved thereunto by the Preache 
er, laughed at the Cattes nimblenes:ſo 
ir t with this mans hearers, they catch 
at ſome prettie ſounding words, and 
let the matter ſlip without any attenti- 
on. Let Ape-keepers and Players, catch 
the eres of their Audirory and Specta- 
tors with faire bumbaſte words, & ſet 
ſpeeches: It ſhalbe my courſe when 1 
muſt diſcourſe (bur I had rather heare ) 
not to looſe my ſelf in my tale, to ſpeak 
words that may be vnderſtood, and to 
my power to meane wilely,rather then 
to ſpeake eloquent!y.

either we chooſe them ill, or corrupt

blefle no action of his more then the 
faire vſage of his female priſoners , 
conſidering their beautie apt to pro- 
uoke, his temper being fiery, not to en- 
dure prouocation, one of theſe teſiſtan⸗ 
ces ſhines beautifully, and as Cicero 
faith of ¶ eſars clemency, is an action 
urchaſing glorie without ſharers : His 
oundation was anſwerable to ſo high 
an enterpriſe, ſharing out his particular 
reuenewes among his followers, which 
wonne their loue: for meane for- 
tunes loue wealth, high Fortunes Glo- 
rie. | 
Among theſe, Peraiccas ſpake to my 
liking 
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Of (enſuring. 
lking, who being offered an ample 
Pacrimgny , asked his maiſter what he 
would leaue to himſelfe, Alexander 
ſaid Hope, hee deſired to reſt there too: 
excellently well plaied on both ſides: 
hee was a rare young man, whom For- 
tune fallowed, and with whom Death 
played good Fortune, far I thinke if be 

d lived, hee would haue leſt by the 
world, and growne downward: ſo ex- 
cellent was his youth: as I am afraid his 
Age would not haue bene anſwerable. 
and then his Cotuet would haue fallen 
out diſgracefully, therefore he did well 
to die. 

If the Senate of Rowe had ſeene Ces 
far weepe that hee was not vp aſſoone 
a8 eMNexander, I thinke they would 
haue curbd him ſhorter , but hee of- 
feaded worſe in that iourney, when he 
proteſted among his Companions, that 
the firſt place in alittle Village, was in 
his eſtimation more worthic then the 
ſecond 


ſecond in Rowe : I like not this open 
neſſe, it was not ſutable to ( uſar, hee! 
played his Same well, but there was no 
caſt like the reconciling of (aſſes, and: 
Pompey, it wonne him the wager: E- 
uen this one Action deſetues a volume, 
for there is much in it, but I will thinke 
the reſt, and giue it onely a ſerateh with 
my pen : his Gouerument geiierally! 
was like Cæſar, onely there reſts two/ 
things that / am determined totoueh- 
the one is erecting againe the Statues of 
Hylla, and Pompey throwne downe by 
their misfortunes, it was too late for 
their memories to hurt him; yet this 
clemencie to his enemies, made his 
friends not doubt to ſpeed well vnden 
him, and thoſe indifferent to finde him 
a good Lord: this was well done. The 
other as ill, that hauing brought a go- 
uerument free to a particular, and forte 
ſtalled all Dominion, not to be content 
with the thing, but tothirſt after the 
name 
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of cenſuring. 
name of a Monarch, it was vnſeaſona- 
bly done, and in my opinion the haſte- 
ner of his death, This puts me in mind 
of the eõtraty courſe vſed by the houſe 
of the Aadici, who did pull the ſtaffe 
of libertie ſo eaſily out of the peoples 
bands, that they had it before they were 
miftruſtred? fo by degrees did the ſon, 
t farther then the Father, and the 
Grandchild farther then the Grandfa- 
ther, as if theirſoules before their com⸗ 
municating with their bodies had ſate 
eounſell about it. | 
: Lupnſiu the heite of Ceæſars labourt, 
was borne fit ( in my opinion) to 
ſettle a new erected Empite, CMolitens 
Dons, Popalum annona, cunctos dulcts 
dus Otii pelle vi : hee'tooke the right 
courſe; for there is in the multitude a 
ſtrengeh more then they know of. & in 
thisnew world, ſeueritie might haue 
brought them to tricks of Teſtineſſe, 
able to haue indangered their *

but he looſened them, and gaue them 
lawes, and reſtrained the exceſſe oſ the 
mighty, things acceptable to the people 
and with theſe good innouations, hee 
turned their eyes from looking into 
times paſt, or practiſing to recouer li- 
bertie. But of all the Princes chat euer 
my eyes haue met with in my reading; 
or my ears haue heard of by others, ebe 
onely Polititian was Tiberius: his bes 
ginning was not ill, but full of wiſdom, 
and ſomewhat vertuous, yet ſomewhat 
the better (as it is thought) for feare to 
be excelled hy Germanicns whoſe pows 
et in ſouldiers, wiſedome to mannage 
great matters, aud loue to poſſeſſe him 
lelſe of great matters, was ſuch, as T- 
berius liued iealous as long as German 
cus liued: there was no leſſe honeſt po- 
licy in Germanicut, whe ſaw Tuberiutz 
yet was not able to ſhnunne him : After 
great Conqueſt of the Germanes; 
markes of Triumph being ſet yp, T. —

Tiberius courſe with Germ anicus was 
full of faferie, I cannot ſay honeſtie: 
firſt to remooue him from the gouern- 
ment of France, where hee was ſtton 
In the loue, and multitude of his ſoul 
diers was vnder the cloake of rewar- 
ding his vertues wich Triumph 3 Afe 
terwardes an inſurrection in the Eaſt 

artes was acceptable ynto him, to 

upprefle which, he ſent Germanicas, 
where hee might bee nearer daunger» 
remote from Loue, & converſant with 
Chaunce 3 to effect which, bee ſent 
thither Pie, by baſe flatterie to winne 
the Souldiours, and by oppoſing 
himſelfe to Cermauicus, to kee pe fors 
rayne Princes from vniting themſeluet 
to him. | 
Germs 
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Cermanicus died there (as it is 
thought) poyſoned, ich the people 
deſitous to reuenge, he ſuffere d to keep 
himſel te out of ſuſpition, and yet wirh 
ſuch hope to-Pso , as kept him from 
diſcouetiog the ſecret + His ſpeech 
( even in light mattets) was obs 
ſcure, and ſubiect to à double cons 
ſtruct ion. | Beis c ν˙τ :2t 

In the gouernment of torraine Pro- 
uiuces, he made choyle rather ofa ſlow 
delicate people, then ot ſpirits of more 
excellency : as Sutton laith he did of 
Ditellius, Iumſeriorem Grimadiam miſ- 
(vs eſt, contempru magis quamngratia ele» 
Aus. In the end this cout made him 
giow doubtfull: for ſuch pepple being 
yncapable. of thoſe places, indangered 
the Empyre and uch ag'Were'wors 
tie bee! thought daungerons to his 
particular perſon : to auoid which;hee 
choſe Gouernours of abilitie, which 
exerciſed their wits in their places with 
the 
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Of .Cenſuring. 
the bodies of their Lieutenauts ʒ; and 
themſelues hee kept neare him in per- 
ſon. I make no Apologie forhis ver- 
tues ( for hee was vnmeaſurably vici 
ous) but his pollicie neuer fayled him 
but in his affection to Seioms, who 
ſurely had ꝑone beyond him, had hee 
not beene hindered by the peoples ha- 
tred, and the number of his ſucceſſors, 
rather then by himſelſe. In the end, let 
me end with Death, which laſt part 
giues eyther luſtre, or blemiſheo our 


memories: nothing heere can ſtand, 


therefore let vs make it in our powers 
to goe out handhomely. Feare ( mee 
thinks) is deftinated to more vncer · 
taine euents, and therefore ſhould not 
diſturbe our concluſion, ſaying truely, 
I ſhould forbid it in all things, but Di- 
uinitie, for it hinders our intentions, and 
a ſeeming, makes vs doe things vnbe-

Heete ate the beſt motions that the 
ſoule hath of the body, ſhe erretb not 
fro her diuinity to be thus charitable for 
her ſelſe, & her companiont there is no 
divinity ſo eaſie to be cõprehended by 
our ſences, neithet is there any that car- 
ries more terrour with it. When our in- 
ticing Fantaſie hath dreſicd a delight 
vleafing! y, & preſents it to the reſt, they 
all like it, and it is ſpeedily bought ; af- 
terward our conſcience ſhewes vs our 
choyſe, when behold ic is moſt ougly, & 
deformed : our ſenſes we crie out, haue 
deceiued us, but that will not ſerue; our 
once kiſſing it, makes it follow vs per- 
petually. Here hath ſhe cauſe to weepes 
& to pitie our rorments, enforcing vs 
to remorſe, & an after care with impreſ- 
ſion of her lamentations · of

when I am out of my dreame with cov 
ming to, Ee ta Brute, I ſhould be very 
ſorry this imagination could laſt no 
longer, but that not being my ſelfe , 1 
may without Oſtentation commend 
him, O {ſar worthy of an eternal me- 
mory, & of neuer ending praiſes. Rea - 
ding theſe lives / am 1nflamed, my 
thoughts ſoare high, and | am ſorry I 
cannot carry my Body to that pitch 

When I heare of any famous Action of 
our time, I ſuffer with Themuſtooles , it 

takes away my fleepe, not with Enuy, 
but with an honeſt Emulation. I deſire 

to rob no man of his Glory, but to par- 

ticipate with Experiẽce: wel it pleaſeth 

not my Deſtiny, I hope it will do, that's 

my comfort · In the meane time I will 

ſee Battailes in imagination, and reade 

them, ſince Ir may not be in them.

Not leauing theſe thoughts 
thus, I beginne to ſearch into the in- 
uentory of my thinges effcemed, and 
E find not that I haue cauſe to leue 
any thing fo preciouſſy: I haue a 
wife, and a very good one, I loue 
her according to her deſerts; but 
ſhould ſhee fall into any thing ex < 
cept diſhoneſtie ( which hier vertue L 
know will defend hier from) I wold: 
not weepe if I could: chooſejnot da- 


any thing more then ſtand the ſurervyps: 


on my guard to tefiſt fortune: fot welth 
and her Appendicer I know them not, 


nor did I long for therm euer, but te 


keepe 
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Of Reſolutione 
keepe mee from baſeneſſe, and to ex- 
erciſe Charity. For my patents I owe 
them voluntarily that, which the lawes 
oſ God, and of Nature exact of all 
men, I doo it without Hypocriſie, or 
feare : yet ſhould they looſe their 
wealth, or their liues, I would neither 
teare my haire, nor melt into woma· 
mſh exclamations. No,] knowthe re- 
uolutions ofthe worlde , they are not 
ſtraunge to mee: +73. c

Nil finit eſſe din. | 

I chinke nothing would more trou- 
ble me, then that they ſhould looſe 
their reputation: I loue that well, and 
it would grieue me ſure to be pteuen- 
ted of that patrimony. For other frieds 
thankes be to God) I haue hut few, 
I would I could affirme the fame of 
my acquaintance. The cauſe,few haue 
corrupted mee; and out of my owne 


choyſe, there are few that I hold wor- 


thy of that nearneſſe. Some I haue 
| whome 
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Eſſay. 1. 
whome I hold fo vertuous, that they 
would be ſorry to ſec me lament for 
any of their trialls . Thus I haue beene 
content to hold you in mine owne 
example the longer, as taking the op- 
portunitie of recording theſe honeſt 
thoughts, whole will I hope I ſhall 
the better follow, fince I haue ſet my 
hand to their Booke: and I ſee no reals 
but I ſhould be as carefull of not breaks 
ing with them, as common men are 
of a bonde; the penalty is aſmuch; the 
law to puniſn, and recouer, lies open; 
the court of Conſcience with whome 
it is alwaies Terme time. To ſpeak now 
of the contrary, it hath much moued 
me to ſee the ſtrange alterations of mẽ 
vpon ſlight occaſions, at the receit ofa 
letter, yea, before the reading, at a meſs 
ſage, at newes: I haue beene ſo charita · 
table as to be ſorry for tem, for theſe 
intollerable bendings of theirs .

which in my opinion ought to be pray 
ed for as carneſily, as one that is v- 
pon the point of taking his leaue of 
bis body When Seneca writthedes 
finition of Hope, Spes nomen eſt bom [ns 
certs, I am (ure he meant not that good 
this way, 

Baniſh theſe groſſe perturbations 
all noble ſpirirs, they are daungerous, 
and the enemies of Reſolution. I do not 
poeticallv deifie Reſolue, neither do l 
ſet vp a marke impoſſible to hit:no. t 
is in the power of a lowe ſtature to 
wade heere without drowning : I 
ſpeake of no impoſſibilitie, perhaps 
at the fuſt ſome little Huck 
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20g. 1. | 
there belongs ſo to the baſeſt trades, 
and ſhall thy eſtimation be ſo tender 
hearted , as to reſuſe it for ſo meane a 
price: beware of ſuch couetouſneſſe, 
for it is worſe then to loue money, For 
misfortunes in generall , me thin kes 
ſhould not be ſo neare x kinne to vs, 
they are no parte of vs, Wee may Rand 
without them, God hath giuen vs Bo- 
dies, and Soules ſeperste from others, 
and hath tyed neither lands not treae 
ſures voto thE,they are no part of their 
buildings; we ate worſe then women, 
if we cannot go without theſe Habi- 
liments and tricks: without queſtion, 
it is a ttue ſigne ofa maimed Soule, & 
a deformed Body, to ſeeke luſter from 
theſe outward things. It is more baſe 
then to be our of coũtenance at a feaſt, 
if not graced by the Hoſte. I am. my 
ſelfe ſtill, though the world were tut. 
ned with the wrong ſide out ward 
It T loole groutid in vertue, I will 
repent, not waſh Handkerchiefes in my 
teares 
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teares. Man knowes not himſelfeꝰ vntill 
he hath taſted of both fortunes. Euerie 
milk-ſop can endurego ſwimme in hot 
bathes; any man ſhewes gloriouſly in 
omp nd no maruell , for he feeds 
tterets, and they him: but to endure 
the tempeſts of winter, to be able with 
his ſtrength to endure the moſt violent 
tides, and ſtill to ſwimme aloſt, he is 


the man, You ſhall finde no man that 


dares go wet- ſhod, but will proteſt in 
his Ambition, how much he loues Ho 
nour, what exploites, what famous 


Acts he would do, if he had been born 


mightie: do you heare my friend? you 
are out of the way, if you thinke any

true Honor: the poorer, the better. the 
ſtronger your enemy, the more worthy 
your conqueſt: yrs == your owne 
ſicke wiſhes , and deſires, & the Cha- 
riot of triumph belongs more truly ro

bleſſed time is not yet come. Now to 
particularities. 

In the outward habit, and in ſome 
actions, I am not ſo preciſe,I like not
